Claims 1-3 and 9 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Masuda (U.S. 6,683,265, hereafter 
"Masuda"). Claims 4-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim, as 
well as any intervening claim.

1.
